What a proud recollection to every phi- 
lanthropist, that the spirit of humanity and 
justice has so far triumphed over cruelty 
and the greediness of avarice, that a pub- 
lic seal of infamy is now attached to this 
odious traffic in human sn, by nearly 
every Christian nation in the world—And, 
although this cruel and unnatural practice 
of stealing and enslaving the inoffensive 
natives of Africa is still carried on, by 
abandoned and flawless individuals, to the 
dishonour of the Christian name and the 
disgrace of civilized governments, the time 
is not remote, when thia stigma shall be 
wiped away, and this prolific source of 
human suffering and sorrow no longer ex: 
ist. From the annals of history, we learn 
that the Portagyese and Spaniards were 
the first to lead the way in this unrigh- 
teous traffic! they were followed by the 
English, the Dutch and French in succes- 
sion, who visited the shores of Africa, 
made conquests and established depots of 
trade, not indeed for a beneficial inter- 
change between man and msn, but as marts 
of s!avery and blood. In 1619, a vessel 
from Guinea arrived at James Town in 
Virginia, where the unnatural cargo of 
human beings were so!d to the settlers, 
and the foundation of that scene of human 
misery and degradaiion first laid among us 
which tarnishes the escutcheon of our li- 
berty, and as a national evil, impends over 
us as the blackening sky, full of awful pre- 
sage—Among the first advocates for the 
abolition of this iniquitous trade, and to 
put forth the claims of the wretched ob- 
jects of it to the common rights and ob- 
jects of humanity, the Quakers seem to 
have tuken the lead. So far remote as the 
year 1656, some pious preachers of that 
sect, came from England to this country, 
to preach the Gospel and d&seminate 
their peaceful principles, and though they 
were persecuted by the government as dis- 
turbers of the peace, yet no severities 
could extinguish their zeal for righteous- 
ness, nor damp their pious resolutions to 
protest in the name of God, against every 
species of cruelty and oppression. “ They 
exhorted,” says the historian of their mis- 
sion, “the inhabitants of these colonies 
who held negroes as slaves, to exercise love 
and charity towards them, as fellow beings 
equally favoured with the illuminating 
grace of God.”—The followers of Fox and

Penn were the first, as a public body, to 
affix the seal of infamy to this disgraceful 
trade. More than acentury ago, they pro- 
tested against the unlawfulness of import- 
ing, buying, or holding mankind in slavery, 
and they have not ceased to hold forth the 
inconsistency of the practice in the Chris- 
tian system of fellowship and brotherly 
love—Many strenuous advocates for the 
abolition of slavery among other professors 
of the Christian name, have united thei 
efforts in the worthy cause, and by zeal 
and perseverance have contributed to the 
glorious success of a cause which has now 
become the cause of Kings and Emperors, 
and forms one of the first diplomatic ar- 
ticles in the arrangement of treaties and 
compacts between nations. Thus com- 
menced the first dawn of emancipation, 
and the great work of benevolence and hu- 
manity is gradeally but surely advancing 
towards meridional splendour. May that 
day soon come, that shall bring with it a 
restoration of their just rights to every in- 
dividual of that injured race—when the 
clamours of self interest and mistaken po- 
licy shall no longer stifle the cries of dis- 
tress or obliterate the dictates of humanity.

HISTORY OF JERUSALEM. 


According to Manetho, an Egyptian his. 
torian, Jerusalem was founded by the shep- 
herds who invaded Egypt in ag unknown 
period of antiquity. According‘ te Jose- 
we it was the capital of Melchizadec's 

ingdom, and built im honor of that prince, 
by twelve neighboring kings. 

We know nothing of it with certainty, 
how ever, till the time of king David, whe 
took it from the Jebusites, and made it the 
capital of his kingdom. It . as first taken 
in the days of Jehoa:h, by Hazael, king of 
Assyria, who slew all the nobility, but did 
not destroy their city. 

It was afterwards taken by Nebuchad- 
nezanr king of Babylon, who destroved it 
and carried away the inhabitants, Seven. 
ty years afterwards permission was grant- 
ed by Cyrus, King of Persia to the Jews 
to rebuild their city, which was dene; and 
it continued the capital of Judea till the 
time of Veapasian emperor of Rome, ~ 
whose son ‘Titus it was totally destroyed. 

Tt was however rebuilt by Adrian, and 
seemed likely to recover ite former gran- 
deur; but it flourished for a short time only. 
When the empress Helena, mother of Con- 
stantine the great, came to visit it she fvend 
it in a most forlorn and ruinous situation. 

Having formed a design of restoring it 
to its ancient lustre, she caused with @ 
great deal of cost and laboft, all the rubbish 
which had been thrown upon those places 
where our Saviour had suifered, been buri- 
ed, &c. to be removed. 

In doing this, they found the cross on 
which he died, as well as Qose of the two 
tmalefaciors whe suffered with him. She 
then caused a magoificent church to be 
huilt, which enclosed as many scenes of 
our Saviour's sufferings as could conve- 
niently be done. 

This church, which stands on Moant 
Calvary, ia still in good repair, being sup- 
ported by the donations of pilgrims who 
are constently resorting tu it. Here is to 
be seen our Saviour's sepulchre, hewn out 
of solid cock; and the very hole in the sack 
on -hichit is said the foot of the cross was 
fixed, with many other curiosities. 

On Mount Moriah stood the celebrated 
temple of Solomon, shich was seven ye ors 
in building and employed na less than 
163,800 wen. 1 eight of this burl o¢
